Blood Plasma Donors 
Sought By Red Cross 


Cutitinurd from I’qk** Oi k 
notinces that from Biose willing to (In­ 
nate blood, only eight ounces will be 
taken at one time. 
Those willing to give of their life 
blood to save others may so signify by 
contacting Mrs. Megargee, phone 2920, 
or the Bristol Red Cross headquarters, 
120 Mill street. Additional information 
may likewise he secured from either. 
AB donations, it is said, will be kept 
for ase in this country. 
The blood 
plasma, after drying, is readily mixed 
with water at scene s of catastrophes, 
being of g re a t help in shock cases, 
The type of blood for such eases, it 
is said, is not considered or important. 
When 30 or more donors are listed 
with Mrs. Megargee ti mobile blood 
plasma unit will come to Bristol from 
Philadelphia to secure the donations. 
The trip will he made here after work­ 
ing hours, in order to enable donors 
who are employed to aid. 


The A rm y and Navy have requested 
160,000 donations of blood. Plasma, it 
is stated, is til*' clear liquid portion of 
the blood without the red corpuscles. 
Plasma frozen or dried may be kept 
for 
long 
periods of tim**, and used 
without typing. Til* blood is immedi­ 
ately processed by a Philadelphia firm, 
and the plasma is then stored, ready 
for use iii eases of emergency. 
T he volunteer donor progr am is ex­ 
panding its servile to take blood dona­ 
tions af industrial plants, as well as 
at tile blood donor station, Red Cross 
H eadquarte rs, on 
Mill 
street. 
Each 
volunteer blood donor will receive a 
lapel button indicating his contribu­ 
tion to national defense. 
Those notifying the local h e a d q u a r­ 
ters or Mrs. Megargee of intentions of 
donating blood, will la te r lie advised 
as to when to go to iu-adqtiui P ts to 
give donations. If th** time designated 
by the Red Cross is not convenient, 
th* 
proposed donor 
may 
so 
notify 
officials, ami a new date can he set. 
Tims.* under 21 wishing to aid. must 
have lh" sign* d consent of their p a r­ 
ents.
